TECHNICAL FIELD 
[0005] Systems and methods of the invention pertain to data mining. 


[0006] A keyword or keyphrase is a word or set of terms submitted by a 
Web surfer to a search engine when searching for a related Web page/site on the 
World Wide Web (WWW). Search engines determine the relevancy of a Web site 
based on the keywords and keyword phrases that appear on the page/site. Since a 
significant percentage of Web site traffic results from use of search engines, Web 
site promoters know that proper keyword(s) selection is vital to increasing site 
traffic to obtain desired site exposure. Techniques to identify keywords relevant
